Delamar Nevada 1892 - 1909 


Named atter Capt. John De Lamar of Montana, this town zgrew 
to 3,000 people in 1697. The Camp and mine area were first 
discovered in 1892 when a tent town, newspaper office, post 


otfice and stores were establishea near the present site of 
Delamar. 


Water was scarce in Delamar and had to be piped in 12 miles. 
Tree thousand people had to share 40 gallons of water/per minute. 
Maybe Eric can calculate tnis in how many glasses of water 3,000 
people can drink in a day and still take a bath. 


Water caused two very unusual tokens to be made. One type 
is good for a bath and the other group are good for 5, 10, 30, 
and 40 zallons of water. O£ course they had a couple of saloons 
with tokens and about twelve different stores. and, I'm sure 
3,000 people lost many coins and tokens in Delamar. 


Numerous rock structures are in the area and are great for 
picture taking.

This month I would like to encourage all of our club members 
to take the time to enter an exhibit in this year's show. There 


are seven catagories and they are open to any member of a Utah 
Coin Club. 














I'll give you a short description of each category and maybe 
it will help you decide which category is best for you 


1. Tokens: These are items issued unofficially as a medium 
of exchange for goods and services or for advertising. 


2. Medals: Medallic items issued in any country, not used as 
an exchange medium. This also includes items such as military 
medals, decorations, orders and badges, and medals commemorating 
persons, places, or events. 


3. U.S. and/or Foreign Coins: Simply put, this includes any 
coins issued by the United States of America or Foreign 
Governments, and also includes ancient, midevil, and modern 
coins. 


4. Currency and Scripophily: Any type of paper money, U.S. 
or foreign. Also such items as stock certificates, scrip, 
checks, documents, and other similar paper items. 


5. Junior: this category is open to any member 18 years of 
age or under. This is an open category and juniors may exhibit 
any of the material listed in the catagories here described. 
Juniors will be judged only with other juniors. 


6. Hand held collectibles: This category is the only one of 
its kind offered by a Utah Club. It is open to any type of small 
collectable (other than the others listed) that you want to 
exhibit, such as bottles, keys, watches, or just about anything 
that is small enough to fit in the display case. 


7. Non-competitive: Material listed in the categories may be 
submitted as non-competitive upon approval of the exhibit 
chairman. Such exhibits may not contain commercial advertising 
and are assigned space only if it is available. They will be 
clearly labeled non-competitive. 


Judging is done by 3 judges selected by the exhibit 
chairman. The point system used is the same one used by the 
American Numismatic Association and a copy of it is printed on 
the exhibit application. Awards are given to all competitive 
participants. Two special awards are given for the Best of Show 
and People's Choice. Best of Show is given to the exhibit with 
the highest point total. People's Choice is voted on by the 
visitors to our show. The exhibit that receives the most votes 
wins the trophy. Last, but not least, display cases are provided 
free of charge to exhibitors. 


As you can see, anyone can enter, so fill in an application 
and send it to Norm Johnson, this year's exhibit chairman. I'm 
sure you will be glad you did.

Abcut L years ago I helped dig the old dump at Park City. We got over 500 pieces 
of this store, they had been in a fire from the dump. We also got over 1,000 
bottles. I had these tokens in a bucket in the back of my pick up and they were 
stolen at night and they started showing up around the coin shows about 3 years 


ago.To ve honest I don't think there were very many 5¢ tokens,but they was plenty 
of the cther denominations.

Re: NUTS Rarity and Popular Pricing Guide for Utah Towns 





Welcome to the NUTS Rarity and Popular Pricing Guide for 
Utah Towns questionnaire. The responses to this questionnaire 
will be used to produce the guide referred to. The purposes of 
this project are to: (1) compile a complete list of Utah towns 
where trade tokens are known to have been used, together with 
collector information concerning rarity and value of the tokens; 
and, (2) earn some money (and, hopefully, additional prestige) 
for the club. The success of this project depends on your 
participation. 


The questionnaire will take some time to complete. Before 
you start working on it, read through all of the information and 
familiarize yourself with it. Make sure you understand what is 
being asked before you respond. 


1. A few preliminary matters of importance are: (a) We are 
trying to keep this as simple as possible, remember that all the 
way through; (b) We want "first hand" information, this means 
actual knowledge of tokens and actual knowledge or educated 
estimates of rarity and prices (in some instances, you may want 
to leave portions of the questionnaire blank if you cannot make 
educated estimates); (c) The tokens we are talking about should 
be in "decent" condition; and, (d) For the most part, we want to 
include old "good for" trade tokens. 


2. Add to the list of town names any towns which we have 
omitted. There will undoubtedly be some disagreement about what 
qualifies as a town. We have decided to err of the side of too 
many rather than too few. Use your best judgment. 


3. We are, as mentioned, talking about old "good for" trade 
tokens, not car wash, food stamp, or other similar "modern" 
tokens. A number of club members have expressed the feeling that 
older token-type material should not be excluded. For example, 
canning company tokens, or related ‘'advertisers," which do not 
say "good for" but which were obviously good for something and 
old coupon books which contained "paper tokens" which were good 
for a certain amount should be included. When it comes to the 





definition of "old," there seems to be some consensus that the 
newest kind of token which should be included is the kind 
represented by the "Bonanza Commissary" tokens. It is, however, 


difficult to put an exact year on what should and should not be 
included. 








The token types are: 


Tl - The traditional "good for" trade token with the 
name of the merchant, town, and state on the 
obverse and "good for in trade," or some 


variation, on the reverse. 


T2 - Similar to Tl, except that no state is listed. 
The town name is either incorporated into the name 
of the merchant (e.g., Hooper Amusement Com.) or 
is listed separately (e.g., Beehive Merc./Manti). 


T3 - A "catch-all" category for old token-type material 
such as canning company tokens that do not say 
"good for" or tokens sometimes referred to as 
"advertisers" which were obviously good for 
something, and old coupon books. The town from 
which these come must be clearly identified (no 
mavericks). 


T4 - Attributed mavericks (e.g., "B" from Highland 
Boy). 


4. Known Token Issuing Merchants - Mark the box only where 
you know a token from the town was issued by the type of merchant 
listed. Generally, the words "bakery," "billiards," "co-op," 
"dairy," or "saloon" must appear on the token. The exception is 
where the token was obviously issued by one of the listed 
merchants (i.e., a token that does not say "Bakery" on it but is 
"good for one loaf of bread" or the Morgan ZCMI token which is 
obviously a co-op token). 


5. The Town Rarity refers to the rarity of the best known 
token type (Tl, T2, T3, or T4) from the town, not just any token 
from the town. In other words, the rarity for Hooper should be 
based on the "C.L. Johnston" tokens not on the “Hooper Amusement 
Com." tokens. For towns like Hooper a note in the "Comments" 
column may be included to remind people of what the minimum 
rarity refers to. Note also that in many towns a number of 
different merchants may have issued Tl tokens. For the purposes 
of the rarity column, these should be grouped together. In other 
words, the question is "how rare is a Tl token (issued by 
whichever merchant) from town." 


The rarity code is: 


E = Extremely Rare 
R = Rare 

S = Scarce 

U = Uncommon 

C= 


Common 














By Extremely Rare we mean two or three collectors only are 
known to own a token from the town, and when one comes up for 
sale or trade everybody and his dog wants it because hardly 
anybody has it. By Rare we mean that many of the better 
collections still do not have an example from this town. Scarce 
means that most of the more advanced collectors have the town, 
but they have it because they have scrambled to get it - these 
towns are tough, in other words. Uncommon towns are towns which 
probably show up in nearly all of the advanced collections, but 
there are no significant known caches of them "out there" waiting 
to be picked up at cheap prices. Common means towns which showup 
again and again in the stock of dealers in Utah tokens. In other 
words, there are always some for sale. 


Of course, utilizing this code will require some "guess- 
timation" on the part of everyone, but no more than any other 
rarity system. It is based on feel, however. If you have no 
feel for some towns, leave the box blank. Estimate where you 
can. More information will make for a better final product. 


6. Many of the comments in "5." apply to the Minimum Town 
Value Range column as well. The value applies to the best known 
token type (Tl, T2, T3. or T4 as the case may be) from the town, 
in decent condition. Estimate as best you can. Assume a 
relatively strong demand for all good Utah towns. However, the 
demand for some (ghost/hard rock mining, for example) is higher 
than others. List a single minimum value. A range will be 
calculated by the editors after averaging the responses (we'll go 
plus or minus a certain percentage of the average after throwing 
out the highest and lowest responses, for example). Maximum 
participation means better accuracy. Note that everyone's 
responses will be included in the averaging process as long as 
they appear reasonable (estimating Mercur at $15 or Moroni at 
$125, for example, would not be considered reasonable). 


The cover sheet to the town list will clearly point out that 
while the Minimum Town Value column refers to the best type of 
token from the town (Tl, T2, T3, or T4), some kinds of tokens, 
saloon tokens, for example, from the town, may be worth 
Significantly more. 


7. Include in the "Comments" column whatever you feel are - 


appropriate comments for a town (such as, for Grantsville, "Rare 
other than Julie's," or whatever). 


Complete your responses as soon as possible. Bring them 
with you to the May club meeting or send them to 1123 E. 2100 Se, 
SLC, Ut 84108 by June l. 


Thank you for your support in helping complete this 
important project.
